The fact is, 
this geatieman has some filteen employees, 
who are scattered over Africa and Asia, whose 
sole business consists in collecting rare wild 
animals for him. So complete are all his 
arrangements that none are found to com- 
pete with him in the business. ile bas the 
entire trade to himself, and supplies every 
menagerie in this country with such animals 
as they need, from time w time. There are 
over thirty ries traveling about the 
country every ‘yeur. Every yeur they lose 
a certain percentage of their avimals from 
natural death or by accident.

Others again, like the giraffe, often die of sea 
sickness on the voyage.
